BRIEF, VERY BRIEF 
BIRTHDAY THOUGHTS 


Like most people, the members of our staff have mixed feelings about 
birthdays. Now that Lire is 20—the first issue was dated Nov. 23, 
1936—we of course feel proud that we've made it the way we have. 
We also reflect, perhaps a bit ruefully, that no one seems to be get- 
ting any younger either. One thing we're sure of: we're so immersed 
in our plans for the future and in what's going on now from Mel- 
bourne to New Haven and from Budapest to 

Suez, that right now is no time for an ex- 

tended lookback. 

We found in our 1936 files something a 
Pulitzer prizewinning historian said then on 
getting our first issue. The date, he said, “will 
be looked back upon 20 years from now as 
an historical day in the annals of journal- 
ism. The historians of two decades hence 4 
will examine the issue of Lire as a prime 
source of knowledge, recording the troubled a ) 
and exciting world in which we live.” MARGARET BOURKE-WHITE 

Then we were covering the abdication of 
a king-emperor. the bitter civil war in Spain, 
anew technique known as the sit-down strike 
and something called the bobbysoxer. And 
we went on to the most violent era of the 
world’s history and into the peace without 
a peace that followed. 

What we have tried to do was predicted 
ina prepublication prospectus: 

"To see life, to see the world; to e 
ness great events; to watch the fa 
poor and the gestures of the proud; to see 
strange things—machines, armies, multi- 
tudes, shadows in the jungle and on the 
moon; to see man’s work—his paintings, 
towers and discoveries; to see things thou- 
sands of miles away, things hidden behind 
walls and within rooms, things dangerous to 
come to; the women that men love and many 
children; to see and take pleasure in seeing; 
to see and to be instructed ... to see and 
to be shown. .. .” 

With this as a standard, we recall our 
stories of the landings of D-day and of the 
conquest of Everest; the issue on the con- 
tinent of Asia, the Sistine ceiling; Rita Hay- 
worth in a nightgown and the face of a Ma- 
rine in Korea: the memoirs of Churchill and 
Truman, “The World We Live In” and the 
series on man’s religions and Segregation, 
shootings in a Budapest square and the love- 
liness of the South Seas. 

Lire is a picture magazine and our front 
lines, whether we are reporting wars or the 
joys of picnicking, are usually manned by 
photographers. So we are glad to note in 
passing that they seem to be the most dura- 
ble of our staff members. The four shown 
here were on the masthead when Lire be- 
gan and are still with us. 

The writer of the prospectus, Editor-in- 
Chief Henry R. Luce, is still thinking about 
Lire too. and last week he said about the future: “We hope to cover 
every important subject—science and medicine, war and peace, bus 
ness and politics. But our biggest assignment is to cover the human 
family and especially the American people. We believe that human 
life has a purpose. Our job is to tell vividly about individuals and na- 
tions working out that purpose—in liberty and toward justice for all.”

CLOSE-UP STORY OF LAST FIGHT 


by CHARLES HIOTT 


Charles Hiott, the European sales manager of a 
U.S. book firm, was in rebel territory in Buda, 
the western part of Budapest, on the morning of 
Sunday Nov. 4 when the savage reconquest of 
the Hungarian capital was begun by the Russians. 
Hiott carefully recorded the tragedy of the re- 
bellion’s last battle in his diary: 


November 4 

\WAKENED at 4:30 a.m. by heavy artil- 

lery, tank and machine-gun fire. 

8:45 a.m. We decide to try to cross to Pest 
and get to the American legation. The entrance 
of the Petofi bridge is blocked by a Russian 
tank, The driver of it waves us back. As we try 
to go back we are shot at by a Russian soldier 
on the bridge. We are flying an American flag. 
We return to the bridge. I stop the car, get 
out and start walking toward the Russians in 
the hope that I may be able to talk them into 
letting us pass. When I get within 20 yards a 
Russian raises and aims his Tommy gun and 
waves me back. We drive one block from the 
bridge and stop. 

Hungarians from a nearby apartment house, 
seeing our American flag, invite us in to stay 
with them. 

11:30 A.M, These people are wonderful. The 
lady of the house is about 38, brown hair 
and eyes—beautiful. Her husband is in the 
hospital wounded, her son, 20, has been fight- 
ing since the revolution began on the 23rd 
of October. 

12:15 p.m. The son of the house just came 
in to report that the Russians are very near 
and that he has to say goodby to his mother 
before joining his rebel unit. The mother is 
crying, but makes no attempt to stop him. The 
boy begs me—"Please, America, help us!” 

1:35 p.m. People here have just heard that 
the U.N. Security Council has met and voted 
9-1 to condemn Russian intervention in Hun- 
gary, with a veto by Russia, 

The lady of the house, with all her troubles 
and her worries over her son, makes every ef 
fort to extend hospitality that would make a 
southern hostess envious. 

2:05 p.m. Two rebels are at corner of house 
firing at the Russian tank on bridge. They are 
armed only with rifles. Gave them American 
cigarets. 

3:05 p.m. Have been on street again. Reb- 
els plan to try to destroy Russian tank as soon 
as it gets dark and clear this bridge in order to 
pass to Pest, The big problem is that rebels 
have no antitank guns, only grenades and gaso- 
line. This house could not be in a more ex- 
posed position. When the battle starts we can 
only retreat to the cellar and hope for the best. 

The rebels in this area are handicapped be- 
cause most of their officers were killed in the 
fight early this morning. But officers or not, 
these boys have sworn to fight till death. 

4:45 p.m. About 30 adults and 12 children 
are now in the cellar. Children are very uncon- 
cerned. When mortar and artillery fire nears 
they say “Poof! Poof!” and go on playing. 

5:00 pt. These wonderful people are wor- 
ried about the safety of my small Renault, and 
about 12 of the men carry it bodily into the 
entrance of the apartment house. 

6:00 p.m. The son returns and informs us 
‘nat the situation is very grave. Soldiers ask 


me where the U.N. troops are. There is, of 
course, no answer. 

7:15 pm. RFE (Radio Free Europe) brings 
news thai ple in Vienna, New York and oth- 
er world capitals are demonstrating against the 
Russians—very heartening to people here. 

8:15 p.m. Received broadcast from Voice 
of America reporting news of Suez crisis. Peo- 
ple concerned that Suez question will divert 
attention from Hungary. 

8:30 p.m. Learned that General Assembly 
meets at 10 p.m. tonight. People praying U.N. 
will be able to stop fighting. 

10:00 pat. We begin to listen to short- 
wave broadcast of General Assembly. 


November 5 

12:05 a.m. It is impossible to describe the 
happy emotions when Henry Cabot Lodge in- 
troduces his resolution condemning Russia or 
when the Russian delegate is hissed. Much 
hope now. 

2:55 A.M. Result of U.N. vote brings pan- 
demonium. People hug my neck and kiss me. 
They discuss how much time it would take for 
plane to fly in U.N. delegation from New York. 

10:10 a.m. Commander of resistance head- 
quarters of this sector wanted to show an 
American the situation, so his men take me to 
Moriez Zsigmond Square where I am intro- 
duced to the commander, a kid of 23. He has 
a total force of 800 people, including boys of 
13 and girls of 15 and 16. They are sworn to 
fight to the last man and bullet. 

They express their gratitude for the help re- 
ceived from the West through the Red Cross. 
They are particularly concerned lest the world 
believe the Russian propaganda that they are 
bandits and fascists. I assure them that the 
whole free world knows otherwise. 

As I start to go a young girl with a Tommy 
gun slung across her shoulder points out two 
large boxes of equal size. The first is filled 
with apples. Pointing to it she says: “A gift 
from the Western Red Cross. We thank you.” 
The other box is filled with hand grenades. 
“Our gift to the Russians,” she says. 

11:30 a.m. The two soldiers have escorted 
me back to the house. 

1:05 p.m. Heavy fire from Moricz Zsigmond 
Square. Don’t have much hope for people I in- 
terviewed two hours ago. Russians are there 
with tanks and cannons. 

6:00 p.m. Think Hungarians can hold out 
in the city a while longer as tanks are more 
vulnerable to attack in small streets. 

6:30 p.t. Climbed to top of building. Can 
see much rocket fire, resembling a Fourth of 
July celebration. 

8:00 p.m. Heavy cannon and machine-gun 
fire surrounds us. 

9:00 p.m. Firing continues. Tired. 

11:30 ps, Very heavy firing. Worst I have 
heard so near. 


November 6 
12:30 a.m, Awakened and informed that 
Moricz Zsigmond Square has fallen. Over 400 
dead and many wounded. Commander I inter- 
viewed is dead. 
3:10 a.m. Russian tanks pass outside. I 
decide to go to bed. If the Russians come they 
have to wake me up. 
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1:00 p.m. Still quiet here. Have learned 
Russian troops are being told they are fighting 
against German and American fascists. Two 
‘American parachute divisions are supposed to 
have dropped into Hungary. People point to 
me, smile and say “American divisions.” 

3:25 p.m. From roof of our house cannot 
see anything but great mass of fire from burn- 
ing houses on Moricz Zsigmond Square. 

3:32 p.m. Russian tanks approaching from 
the Square in direction of Gellert. Rebels still 
giving some resistance in several quarters. 

7:00 p.m, At 5 o'clock people brought in 
rebel officers, part of a force of 200 Hungarian 
regular army people who were besieged in near- 
by barracks yesterday. Surrounded by Russian 
tanks and cannons, they had to surrender. 
They were held for 15 hours by the Russians 
and then released and told to go home. 


November 7 

10:30 a.m. Russian infantry entering sector 
in force. Realize my presence is endangering 
these people. Offer to leave. Everybody says no. 
Inform me that whole house is behind me. 

11:30 a.m. Russians start house-to-house 
search. 

11:35 a.m. Russian soldiers have just been 
in our house, They were searching for guns 
and for people who were not residents. They 
drew up a tank on one side of the house, a 
machine gun on the other and a mortar in 
the rear. Thirty or 40 soldiers lined up and 
squads of three soldiers were sent to each flat. 
All seemed very scared. After giving us individ- 
ual search in hall they forced one of us to enter 
each room in front of them while they looked 
for weapons. The search was not very careful 
as they seemed to be in hurry to leave. The 
people with whom we were standing were won 
derful. They said that we were residents of 
the apartment. Of course we had removed the 
American flag from the car. 

12:00 noon. Many people appear at the flat 
where I am staying. All were worried that the 
American had been taken. 

Just heard that Ike has been re-elected, Peo- 
ple broke out a bottle of Hungarian schnapps 
and propose a toast to me, Ike, the American 
people and the hope of the Hungarian people. 


November 8 

10:30 a.m. Notice traffic moving and decide 
to try to get to the American legation. 

11:00 a.m. Saying goodby to these people 
is like leaving life-long friends. Everybody lined 
up to kiss me goodby. As I left they paid me 
the greatest compliment I have ever received. 
They said, “You are like a Hungarian.” 

We drive slowly through Pest to the Ameri- 
can legation about two miles distant. Many 
buildings completely destroyed. Very seldom 
can you see an unbroken windowpane. Wires 
and streetcar tracks torn up. There is no way 
to describe the destruction, misery and agony 
that is Budapest today.

IN A WORLD JUNGLE, UNEASY THANKS 


At Thanksgiving Americans have usually thanked God for 
the abundance of this land. Now the abundance is so great 
one may suspect God of trying to silence with surfeit that 
particular form of thanks. There are other things to be 
thankful for. 

‘Tempted as we are to moral sloth and self-satisfaction, we 
should be grateful (if somewhat wryly) for tragic reminders 
from abroad of what kind of world we really live in. Politically, 
this world is the same “hideous and desolate wilderness, full 
of wild beasts and wild men,” that Governor Bradford found 
Cape Cod to be in 1620. The Pilgrims had less than no assur- 
ance, save their deep faith in God, that the hopes and values 
they had brought from England could survive in that jungle. 
We have no more assurance that our civilization can sur- 
vive in a jungle of Communists and interracial hate. 

‘The Pilgrims did not survive by felling trees and raising 
corn alone. They at once faced the need of a diplomatic and 
defense policy. Its demands were no less complex, and their 
debates about it no less troubled, than our own. When their 
most useful Indian friend, Squanto, started dabbling in black- 
il, should he be sacrificed to a Massasoit ultimatum? Luck 
saved them from that dreadful choice. Should they use 
¢ manpower to build a fort? The decision (yes) was far 
from unanimous, for the devil induces “reasonable men to 
reason against their own safety.” Should they countenance 
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robbing corn from the Indians even in a starving time? No, 
said Bradford, or “all of us might smart for it.” But when 
directly challenged by a message of arrows wrapped in snake 
skin from the powerful Narragansetts, they sent it hack with 
bullets in it. They early learned to recognize the leaf-hidden 
chasm that separates conciliation from appeasement. 
Constant danger was the Pilgrims’ lot; but they had two 
great weapons for survival. One was an Indian policy which 
Samuel E. Morison describes as a “combination of justic: 
wisdom and mercy”; they tried to make “just engagements.” 
and to maintain them against red and fellow-white alike. Th 
other was their readiness to fight. God, they knew, works 
through both these imperfect virtues of his imperfect ch 
dren, The Pilgrims’ policy won them several crucial dec- 
ades of peace. 
And let us,” said President Eisenhower's recent Thanks- 
giving proclamation, “give a good account of our steward: 
ship by helping those in need.” Yes, and by much more. 
Generosity and sympathy are painless virtues for the rich 
and safe. But we do not live in a rich or safe world, and 
we shall need as well the virtues of prudence and cou 
of justice and mercy which the Pilgrims cultivated, Until 
we have found our way through this 20th Century wilder= 
ness, we cannot give thanks for possessing those virtues, but 
only for the chance to earn and use them,

Never has that chance to clear the wilderness (see above) 
been greater; never has such a glaring light of worldwide hope 
and expectancy beat down upon the American presidency as 
it does now. It is as though Dwight Eisenhower had a second 
mandate, larger even than that of his own electorate, to create 
a rule of law in this world of ild beast 

From the American legation in shattered Budapest, Joseph 
Cardinal Mindszenty congratulates the President on his re- 
election to that “exalted office whose glory is that it serves 
the highest ambitions of mankind: God, charity, wisdom and 
human happiness.” And he ends, “On the threshold of an 
even greater future I beg of you, do not forget this small, 
honest nation which is enduring torture and death in the 
service of humanity.” 

Fach day more leading Communists desert their party in 
disgust. Yugoslavia’s Communist Marshal Tito. who had wit- 
nessed the Hungarian slaughter in uneasy acceptance, now 
brands it a “fatal error” and reveals also that the Kremlin 
high command is, itself, split sharply on the issue. “Is the 
faith of the West in freedom so low,” demands Spain’s liberal 
expatriate Salvador de Madariaga from Oxford, “that they do 
not see the hope of liberating the whole of eastern Europe 
and even Russia from Communism if they make a stand now 
and prevent the murder of Hungary?” 

Most incredible of all, like a voice from the tomb. comes 
the voice of Hungary itself. refusing to be drowned out even 
by the Russian tanks and bombs. Not only did the survivors 
refuse to go back to work, in spite of growing hunger. but on 
getting word last week that the Russians are forcibly deport- 
ing Hungarians, the workers of Budapest marched 10.000 
strong, in the very shadow of Russian tanks and armored 
cars, to mass before the puppet government's stronghold and 
demand, anew, free elections, a new government, and with- 
drawal of the Russians. 

Here. surely, if ever there was one, the affairs 
of men which roars to be taken at the flood. How is President 
Eisenhower, with his new twofold mandate. rising to the 
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we? Not as well as he might. In his first post-election 
onference, he said his first aim was to “get these things 
quieted down.” Quite rightly his policy is to support the 
U.N.'s quest for peaceful solutions, and he dared not jeoparil- 
ize the s¢ ary-general’s “delicate negotiations.” But he 
sounded lame and passive in reminding Hungarians that the 
U.S. “doesn’t now and never has advocated open rebellion” 
—at a time when the Hungarians were not only refusing to 
end their rebellion but being defended in it even by Commu- 
nists like Tito. This conference left a feeling that a great op- 
portunity for leadership had been missed. 

Working through the U.N.—with forceful leadership— 
is one thing but a “let Dag do it” passing the buck is an- 
other. The U.N. itself can keep and use its new moral force 
only so long as the President adds to it by his own leader- 
ship. This is a time for bold action of two kinds on two 
crises at once. 

In the U.N, and out of it the U.S. should do all it can to 
keep the world’s righteous anger focused on Hungary. We 
should continue to demand Russian withdrawal, demand in- 
vestigations of the mass deportations, demand freedom and 
restoration of Imre Nagy (the only Communist Hungarians 
will support) and protest the puppet government’s many vio- 
lations of Hungary’s peace treaty with the Allies (which guar- 
antees, among other things, free elections, free speech, free 
press). 

If tangible deeds are more difficult than moral indictments 
in the case of Hungary, this is not so in the Middle East. 
There practical U.S. action is both possible and imperative. 
Our task is not only to resist further Soviet infiltrations 
(“volunteers” or otherwise), but to perform a creative act 
of peacemaking. The ingredients exist for a general settle- 
ment that can be made to stick throughout the Middle East, 
a settlement that will include Suez, Palestine, refugees and 
oil. What is required now is U.S. leadership in giving these 
ingredients political life. This crisis is a call for greatness in 
America, a call which may not come again.

THE EPIC OF MAN: PART VII 


EGYPT'S ERAS 
OF SPLENDOR 


A legacy of art reflects the magnificence of its culture, 


the genius of its thought and the power of its empire

NE day around 1408 B.C. young prince Thut-mose IV went hunting 
in the vicinity of the great Sphinx at Giza, which had brooded above 
the desert sands for more than 11 centuries since the Old Kingdom— 
whose glories were described in the preceding essay of this series (Lire, 
Oct. 1). All morning Thut-mose raced his swift chariot across the plateau 
in quest of lions, gazelles and other beasts, and when no living prey was 
in view, shooting his arrows at copper targets. In the heat of noon he 
halted his retinue and lay down to nap in the Sphinx’s long shadow. 
As he slumbered he dreamed that the divine spirit of the Sphinx spoke 
to him, saying: "See me, look at me, my son Thut-mose! . . . I shall give 
thee my kingdom upon earth at the head of the livin, . Behold I was 
in need and the sands of the desert . . . were encroaching upon me. But 
I waited to let thee do what was in my heart, for thou art my son and my 
protector. Approach thou!” On awakening the prince made a vow to re- 
lieve the Sphinx of its burden of sand. He acceded to the throne shortly 
thereafter, as the Sphinx had foretold, and promptly fulfilled his promise. 
Not only did he clear away the drifts that had piled up about the huge 
body, he also built a surrounding system of brick walls to hold the moving 
sands at bay. His account of the episode was engraved on a granite stela 
which still stands today against the breast of the Sphinx (opposite page). 
The story of Thut-mose’s excavation illuminates the span of Exyp- 
tian history which was so vast that the ancient Egyptians themselves be- 
came Egyptologists who looked on their early monuments with curiosi 
and wonder. Through the centuries they recorded their pilgrimages 
memorial plaques. And they continued to revere the Old Kingdom mon- 
archs as gods 3,000 years after they had been laid to rest within their 
soaring tombs beside the Nile. 

Despite the continuity of her culture, the stream of Egypt's history 
was not always calm. Within it, long tranquil reaches alternated with 
abrupt maelstroms of internal conflict and war. The first time of trouble 
broke over the land around 2200 B.C. at the end of the Old Kingdom, the 
formative period of Egyptian civilization wherein the national genius 
expressed itself in the building of the pyramids and the creation of such 
masterpieces of art as the hauntingly individual statue shown above which 
is regarded as the finest single piece of early Egyptian sculpture. After 
five centuries during which the Old Kingdom dynasts had sat enthroned 
in absolute might and awful majesty, the authority of the government 
began to decentralize, while the power of the landed nobles and the priest- 
hood enlarged. On the death of King Pepi IT who succeeded to the crown 
as a child and ruled for 94 years—the longest reign in human history — 
Egypt disintegrated in an explosion of feudal disorder, social chaos and 
civil war. Along the length of the Nile valley local princelings battled 
each other amid such confusion that at one time it was said there were 70 
kings in 70 days. The ancient order vanished, trade melted away, tombs 
and temples were ravaged in a carnival of vandalism and plunder. 

‘The anguish of the time emerges from the writings of the prophet 
Tpu-wer: “The land spins around as does a potters wheel. The robber 
is now the possessor of riches. ... The children of nobles are dashed 
against the walls. ... All these years are civil strife. A man may be 
slain on his own roof.” Yet out of the turmoil certain positive values 
were born: a new inspiriting emphasis on individualism, social equal- 
ity and the dignity of the common man (pp. 108, 109). 

About 2050 B.C., after more than a century of anarchy, a vigorous 
family from the remote southern town of Thebes, 
600 miles up the Nile, reunited Egypt and ushered 
in the Middle Kingdom—the second great period of

national development. Under a succession of strong and conscientious 
kings, the land once again enjoyed prosperity and peace. The task of re- 
construction was not an easy one, for Egypt of the Middle Kingdom was, 
like medieval Europe, a patchwork of principalities ruled by proud and 
powerful princes. The Theban kings held their feudal state together 
through programs of economic expansion and public works which kept 
the populace both well fed and busy. They sent forth expeditions to 
develop new mines in the Sinai peninsula, and built way stations and 
police posts along the desert roads. King Sen-Usert III carved a wide 
channel through the granite barriers of the First Cataract (near present- 
day Aswan), thus adding 200 miles of the Nile valley to his domain. King 
Amen-em-het IIT (p. 108) built a huge walled reservoir which caught 
the annual overflow of the Nile and irrigated 27,000 acres of new land. 

‘The Middle Kingdom came to an abrupt end in the 18th Century B.C. 
This time the agents of destruction were invaders from the outside world, 
the Hyksos, a restless horde of Asiatic tribesmen who, exploiting an in- 
terlude of internal dissension, moved in upon the lush green expanses 
of the Nile delta and established themselves in great fortified camps 
where they remained for a century and a half. Their occupation had pro- 
found effects on the future of the nation. The Hyksos introduced into 
Egypt the horse, the chariot and body armor. The Egyptians, who had 
never before needed these weapons, eventually turned them against the 
Hyksos and evicted them from the land. Moreover the Hyksos’ occupa- 
tion engendered a new national psychology which impelled the Egyptians 
toward their period of greatest material splendor, the Empire. 

For the first time in their history they had found themselves under for- 
eign domination. The humiliation shook their ancient sense of suprem- 
acy and security in the guardianship of the gods. To protect their fron- 
tiers from another invasion, they pursued the Hyksos across the Sinai 
ula into Palestine and Syria and hammered at their strongholds 

ion of punitive raids. The leaders of these campaigns were 
., founders of the 18th Dynasty, the most powerful line of sov- 
Egyptian history. Out of their military activities Egypt devel- 
oped a new concept of national security based on distant frontiers, sepa- 
rated from the homeland by a buffer zone of satellite states, 

‘The change in outlook from Egypt's traditional, complacent, isolation- 
ist policy to one of dynamic imperialism took several generations to ef- 
fect. It was consummated in the end by the great warrior-king Thut- 
mose III after years of virulent acrimony with his stepmother, Queen 
Hat-shepsut (pp. 110, 111). Thut-mose pushed Egypt's frontiers to the 
Euphrates, and organized the greatest empire yet known to man. His 
empire was also one of the most durable in all history. Its capital, Thebes, 
became the center of the ancient world, a glittering, worldly metropolis, 
recipient of a never-ending torrent of riches so profuse that centuries 
later Homer would sing of “the hundred-gated Thebes” where “the heaps 
of precious ingots gleam.” 

Under Thut-mose’s immediate successors the empire flourished, But in 
the middle of the 14th Century B.C. there emerged a strikingly different 
personality, Thut-mose’s great-great-grandson, Akh-en-Aton, the most 
extraordinary figure in Egyptian history. A revolutionary philosopher 
who tried to convert Egypt to monotheism, he precipitated a crisis that 
nearly wrecked the empire (pp. 121-126). The main currents of history 
prior to Akh-en-Aton and on to the last great pharaoh are depicted on 
the next 11 pages in color photographs of the mag- 
nificent legacy of art and architecture which the 
Egyptians left as a record of their splendid past.

UT of the anarchy and despair that engulfed Egypt for 150 years be- 
tween the collapse of the Old Kingdom and the dawn of the Middle 
Kingdom, there emerged a new image of man, The carefree materialistic 
world of earlier times had crashed in chaos, and with it many of the values 
that had shaped its social structure. Now, as the perfection of the god- 
king was beclouded, the status of nobles and commoners rose, Centuries 
before the Old Testament prophets the Egyptians evolved, amid their 
turmoil, a set of moral standards upholding the worth of the individual 
man, They arrived, indeed, at a vision of democracy, not in the political 
sense but in the assertion of the equality of all men before the gods. 
The upheaval was manifested most strikingly in what a historian has 
called the “democratization of the hereafter.” During the Old Kingdom, 
only royalty had assurance of joining the gods in the afterlife. To this 
end they were buried with claborate ritual in tombs adorned with statues 
to house their souls and inscribed with magic spells and exhortations 
designed to insure their welcome in the hereafter (Lire, Oct. 1). But

THE LADY PHARAOH 
AND THE CONQUEROR 


N the immense panorama of Egypt's existence, no interval was more 

dramatic than the half century which witnessed the birth of the empire. 
For it brought upon the stage in bitter rivalry two of the most brilliant 
and powerful personalities who ever influenced human affairs. One was 
Queen Hat-shepsut. the first great woman recorded in history. The other 
c IIL, Egypt's greatest military genius and imperial 
er, who expanded the nation’s frontiers to their farthest limits 
and made his capital, Thebes, the opulent 
center of the ancient world. 

The conflict between Hat-shepsut and 
Thut-mose arose from a curious circum- 
stance of genealogy. Because of the Egyp- 
tian desire to concentrate royal (i.e., di- 
vine) blood, Hat-shepsut had married her 
brother, Thut-mose II, becoming regent on 
his death in 1490 B.C. Thut-mose ITI, who 
was then only 10-12 years old, was the son 
of Thut-mose II by a harem girl, hence both 
stepson and nephew of the queen, To rein- 
force her regency, Hat-shepsut appropriated 
male titles and attributes, including the 
ymbolic beard of authority, and became 
king,” meanwhile relegating Thut-mose 
pt to.an insignificant role in the affairs of state, 

As years passed he chafed in obscurity, 
waiting the day when he would hold the 
scepter and lead the armies of Egypt. But he was eclipsed by Hat 
shepsut’s successful rule which gave Egypt both prosperity and cultural 
hi 1 vast public works, restoring old temples and building 
xploited the copper mines of Sinai. She dispatched com- 
expeditions to far places. So firmly did she dominate the nation 
that a contemporary eulogy pictured her as the very ship of state: “The 
bow cable of the South... the stern cable of the Northland ... the 
mistress of command, whose plans are excellent.” 

In the 17th year of her reign the great queen died, and Thut-mose, 
then in his early 30s, came into his own at last. His first act was to over- 
throw the statues in Hat-shepsut’s temple and erase her name and image 
wherever they appeared. Then, his fury ap-

And they in turn begat four offspring, Osiris 
and his consort Isis (left), and Seth and his consort Nephtys. 

This legend was the starting point for endless elaborations. As in the 
Bible story of Cain and Abel, the jealous brother Seth murdered Osiris. 
After a weary quest, Isis found her husband’s body and miraculously 
restored him to life, Osiris became king of the region of the déad and 
Isis bore their child, Horus (lef?). The importance of the legend lies in 
its application to divine kingship. Each pharaoh was believed to be the 
son of Osiris, and as such, the living incarnation of Horus. An equally 
important doctrine held that each pharaoh was the son of Re, who per- 
ished each evening at sundown and was reborn each day at dawn. Both 
stories involved resurrection, and the Egyptians liked both. 

Of all the gods, the one who ultimately attained greatest power was 
Amon-Re, From prehistoric times the people of Thebes had worshiped 
their local god, Amon (right), god of the invisible wind. But like all Egyp- 
tians they had also acknowledged Re. When Thebes became capital of the 
empire, the composite Amon-Re emerged as king of the gods, a universal 
deity, the cosmic forces of sun and air and endowing Egyptian 
rule with a divine sanction, that transcended all boundaries on earth.

THE GIGANTIC RUINS

‘THOUGH the Egyptian empire never again s 
the ancient world, it attained a final burst of sunset gh 
reign of the most spectacular pharaoh of all, Ramses II. Never in history 
was there a monarch with such a flair for the superlative. He reigned for 
66 years, from 1290-1224 B.C. and lived past the age of 90, He sired more 
than 100 sons, and was a good father to all of them. He also had more than 
50 daughters, many of whom he himself married. He bestrewed the Nile 
valley with countless monuments, obelisks, pylons, temples and colossal 
statues commemorating his deeds, and completed at Thebes the largest 
columned hall ever reared by man (left).

Ripping the hide off a charging rhino barehanded would prove easier than 
bruising General's all-new DUAL 90—the tire with two treads. 


To test this tire, I borrowed a 1957 model of a leading car manufacturer 
and the use of his Detroit Proving Grounds. While making a trial ran with 
my own car on other tires, I ripped one tire apart in the 360-degree turn. 


“Here,” I thought, “is the spot to get the hide off the Dual 90's.” Well, in 40 
miles of hard driving around a tight 360-degree turn at roll-over speed, I 
succeeded only in making myself dizzy. 


I made nine full panic stops on rough concrete at speeds of between 95 and 
105 mph. These emergency stops were so severe all four tires momentarily 
caught fire and smoked. BUT, in an immediate tread check after the brake 
stops we could find no distortion. 


To further check stopping safety, the’ 35% test grade (steeper than a 
San Francisco cable car hill) was thoroughly wetted down. The idea was to 
drive this five thousand pound car down the wet, slick grade and bring it to 
a fast, straight-line stop. It seemed like trying to stop the Super Chief at full 
bore with a flyrod. I didn't know what to expect of this test, aside from 
landing on my head or in East Nova Scotia.

AND EGYPT'S DECLINE 


In the early empire, before the reign of Ramses II, E

Akh-en-Aton, the world 


gypt’s royal family 
t remarkable religious figures of antiqui 
first known monotheist. Sprung from a line 
of athletic warrior kings, Akh-en-Aton came into the world in 1396 B.C. 
with a body both flabby and deformed, combining narrow, sloping 
shoulders with an abdomen and hips of grotesquely swollen propor- 
tions. His thi ic face with elongated jaw framed slanting eyes 
and wide, s In taste and temperament he revealed no 
more affinity to his robust ancestors than in his physique. For he was 
a dreamer, an esthete, an iconoclast and an intellectual genius. But he 
also possessed indomitable courage and an adamantine will. Single- 
handed he effected a religious and political revolution that shattered 
the whole complex edifice of the Egyptian state. 

Though he is known today by the name Akh-en-Aton, at birth he 
was given the dynastic name Amen-hotep. As a young man he married 
his sister, Nefert-iti, who was as brilliant as she was beautiful (above) . 
He served for several years as co-regent with his aging, voluptuary 
father, whose faceless colossi, shown on page 116, still sit enthroned 
beside the Nile. When the old king died in 1361 B.C. he acceded to 
the throne as sole ruler of the Egyptian empire. 

Early in his reign he revolted from the ancient polytheism and con- 
ceived the heretical idea that only one god, one true god, reigned over 
all men everywhere. In this avowal, he ran headlong into the en- 
trenched priesthoods of Egypt's multifarious gods, and in particular 
into the apostles of Amon (see p. 115), the imperial god of Thebes. 
Defying centuries of tradition, the young pharaoh asserted that there 
was the one god and that his name was Aton. 

Barely a century earlier there had been no such god. The word aton 
simply connoted the visible disk of the sun. But with the expansion 
of the empire, the universality of the life-giving sun which daily

other gods but Aton, he changed his name from Amen-hotep (‘Amon 
Is Satisfied”) to Akh-en-Aton ("He Who Is Serviceable to Aton”), To 
complete the break he moved away from Thebes, the home of Amon, 
and built a new capital 300 miles to the north which he named Akhet- 
Aton (“"The Place of the Effective Glory of the Aton”). Here he erected 
a great temple and many smaller chapels, open to the naked sun. They 
contained no statues. Aton was personified in art only to the extent 
that his diverging rays reached down to earth with outstretched hands 
holding the hieroglyph for “life 

Not content with proclaiming Aton as the one true god. Akh-en- 
Aton demanded repudiation of the older deities. He ordered that the 
name Amon in particular be expunged from all tions, eyen in 
personal names like that of his father. He further decreed the 
lution of the priesthoods and temple estates. It was here that Akh- 
Aton aroused the most violent opposition, for the temples were sus- 
tained by government grants bestowed in return for formal blessings 
on undertakings of the state. 

While tumult raged about him, Akh-en-Aton sojourned serenely at 
his capital with his wife and six young daughters, devoting himself to 
the new monotheism, promoting public works, writing poems to Aton 
and fostering the production of art. An ecstatic lover of beauty, Akh- 
en-Aton deprecated the static, stylized forms of traditional Egyptian 
portraiture, and espoused a free naturalism in which the artist would 
represent immediate space and time instead of the eternal. To this 
end he allowed himself and his family to be depicted in informal atti- 
eating, playing with their children—unthinkable to 
the ancient kings. His philosophy of naturalism and ma’at (roughly 
“truth”) also dominated his social behavior. He made no attempt to 
conceal his domestic life from the public eye, and in so doing shocked 
contemporary Egyptians who found his openness and informality 
not ingratiating but subversive to his status as god-king. 

In the end Akh-en-Aton’s revolution collapsed in failure. His con- 
cept of a single, creative, universal, beneficent god lacked both ethical 
affirmation and moral fervor. His message was chiefly intellectual and 
esthetic. Meanwhile his empire was disintegrating about him. The Hit- 
tites invaded Syria, Desert tribesmen attacked the cities of Palestine.

Through the years scholars have wondered what effect Akh-en- 
Aton’s monotheism might have exerted on Moses, who according 
to one theory led the Exodus from Egypt in the century after the 
pharaoh’s death, Some have suggested that Moses was actually a 
highborn Egyptian who had been inspired in his own monotheistic 
preachings by accounts of Akh-en-Aton’s heresy. The name Moses 
is Egyptian, being a variation of the word for “child” (e.g., Thut- 
mose: “child of the god Thoth”). Although there is no evidence of 
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any direct connection between Akh-en-Aton’s monotheism and that 
of Moses, the Hebrews were unquestionably influenced by Egyptian 
literature, thought and custom. 

After Akh-en-Aton, Egypt was never the same again. The land 
was threatened constantly by increasing pressures from the rising 
Hittite empire in the north and the restless wandering of new mati- 
time marauders along the Mediterranean coast. The Egyptians called 
these sea people “the northerners in their islands.” Eventually some 
of them would be known as Greeks and Romans. For a while these 
dangers were held at bay. Under Ramses II (p. 117), Egypt enjoyed 
its last interval of imperial grandeur. Although he envisaged himself 
as a great conquering hero, Ramses’ major success was a diplomatic 
one. Seeing the growing menace of the sea people, he concluded a

THEN Nathan Marsh Pusey was still president of Lawrence College 

in Appleton, Wis., his family doctor characterized him this way: 
“Nate feels he is training his children, and his students, not only for this 
life but for eternity.” In 1954, after Dr. Pusey finished his first academic 
year as president of Harvard, a Bostonian remarked, ‘Well, Pusey be- 
lieves in God and goes to football games—this is enough for the presi- 
dent.” Dr. Pusey has managed to live up to his billing. In his three years 
at Cambridge he has strengthened the college’s classical curriculum, re- 
vitalized the Divinity School and become the first Harvard president in 
memory to visit a football locker room. 

Last month Dr. Pusey did what many people considered an extraordi- 
nary thing. As head of a university which already has the largest endow- 
ment ($475 million) of any in this country, he announced a nationwide 
public campaign to raise $75 to $100 million more in endowment funds 
for the immediate financial aid of Harvard. “The notion that Harvard, 
though stronger today than ever, still has areas of need will indeed surprise

PERIL FOR POLISH LEADER 


The security officer who arrested Gomulka and was his jailer 


warns against new boss and the threatening pro-Soviet clique

No one in the free world is better equipped to size up Poland's 
new leaders than Jozef Swiatlo, a former lieutenant colonel in the 
Polish secret police, who for years was connected with the inner- 
most workings of the Commuinist party in Poland.

under arrest, in separate guarded cottages, without ever seeing each 
other until they were released in the program of de-Stalinization. 

And now Wladyslaw Gomulka, the top Polish enemy and victim 
of Stalinism, has become the head of the Polish Communist Polit- 
buro and the most popular man in Poland. On the surface this 
seems to be an amazing turnabout. But what kind of turnabout is 
it? What kind of man is Gomulka? What had he done that led to 
his arrest on Moscow's orders? How did he survive imprison- 
ment? And now that he is back in power, how will he govern Po- 
land? Or will he be able to govern it? From my own experience 
I can address myself to most of these questions. 

My first direct connection with Gomulka came in 1948 when 
I went to work under General Roman Romkowski, then deputy 

minister of public security. We formed 
the nucleus of a special section of the 
U.B. dealing only with the Gomulka 
case. Nobody told me this at first, but 
from the files given me I quickly under- 
stood that I was to produce incriminat- 
ing evidence against Gomulka. I took 
part in the investigation until I made 
the arrest. Thereafter until I fled Po- 
land in 1953, I was Gomulka’s warden: 
I ordered his food, I took him to the 
doctor, I received his complaints. 

I know him to be a hard, proud and 
fearless man. He has an intense cour- 
age of conviction and a tremendous 
tenacity about his views. He is a man 
of little humor and a great deal of consummate, obdurate earnest- 
ness. There is nothing relaxed about him; he manages to keep his 
explosive temper under control, but his taut nerves show in his 
chain-smoking. His life is wholly devoted to his political work, and 
he has completely neglected his only son. 

He was born in Krosno, Poland on Feb. 6, 1905, the son of an 
active Socialist trade-unionist who had, incidentally, spent some 
years working in the U.S. Gomulka became a blacksmith’s appren- 
tice at 14, a trade union organizer at 16, a Communist in his early 
20s. From then on he alternated between labor agitation ani pri 
on terms. The Polish police shot him in the leg in 1932; even today 
he limps slightly. In 1936 he was sentenced to seven years in jail 
but was released at the outbreak of World War II and fought 
against the Germans in Warsaw. 

That is where Gomulka’s trouble with Moscow started. After 
the Nazi-Soviet pact of 1939 and the Germans’ subsequent invasion 
of Poland, most of the important Polish Reds fled to Russia. Go- 
mulka and some of his friends, however, sent a memorandum to 
the Comintern urging the formation of a Polish Communist un- 
derground against the Nazis. The Comintern never answered— 
which meant that it disapproved. During the period of their pact 
with Hitler the Sov dad not want to risk offending Germany, 
which the creation of a Polish Communist underground would 
have done. But Gomulka, while a de- 
vout Communist, was also a Polish na- 
tionalist and therefore opposed to the 
N oviet pact. He believed that the 
interests of world Communism and Po- 
land required an underground. Dis- 
obeying Moscow, he helped build one. 

When the Germans attacked Russia 
in 1941, Moscow did see the useful- 
ness of a Communist underground in 
Poland. That did not mean that Mos- 
cow forgave Gomulka’s disobedience. 
Indeed, Soviet leadership trusted ~ 
Gomulka so little that it sent its own a 
agents to take over the underground ROMAN ROMKOWSKI 
that Gomulka had largely created. The 
first of these agents was Marian Novotko. He was subsequently 
killed and Pawel Finder succeeded him. Under both, the Red under- 
ground was small, and concentrated not on fighting the Nazis but 
on crippling the much larger anti-Communist underground in 
order to pave the way for a postwar Communist regime in Poland. 
On Soviet orders, and unbeknownst to Gomulka, Finder built up 
an agent network that spied on the anti-Communists and de- 
nounced them to the Gestapo. Under Finder's direction other 
Reds became double agents, entering Gestapo service to obtain in- 
formation useful to the Communists. 

When Finder too was killed, the Communist underground, by 
now cut off from contact with Moscow, elected Gomulka boss in 
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SUBJECT OF CONTENTION between Moscow and Gomulka after 1945 was 
Polish heavy industry, like Nova Huta steelworks (above), which Moscow 
thought should be expanded. umer goods output. 

He outraged when he discovered the collabo- 
ration with the Nazis. Not only did he order it stopped, he went 
over full tilt to the attack against the Gestapo. Of course, he also 
prosecuted the fight against the anti-Reds. Mark up Gomulka’s sec- 
ond case of disobedience: assumption of party power without prior 
approval from Moscow and cancellation of the Soviet-ordered 
cooperation with the Gestapo. (Curiously enough, it was his ac- 
tion on collaboration with the Gestapo that saved Gomulka’s life 
after I arrested him in 1951, as I will explain later.) 

When World War II ended, Moscow felt that it must popularize 
Communism in postwar Poland. To do this it required a leader who 
would symbolize the Polish resistance movement and Gomulka was 
the best it had. He remained first secretary of the Communist party. 
However, he was quickly surrounded in the Polish Politburo by 
men Moscow could trust: Jacob Berman, Boleslaw Bierut, Hilary 
Mine, Aleksander Zawadski, Roman Zambrowski. In addition to his 
y post, Gomulka became minister for the Oder-Neisse ter- 
the areas of defeated Germany that Poland was given to 
er provisionally under the Potsdam agreement. 
job in the Oder-Neisse territories led Gomulka to his third 
run-in with Moscow. This came in the form of a dispute with So- 
viet Marshal Konstantin Rokossovsky, who was later imposed on 
Poland as defense minister. In 1945 Rokossovsky commanded So- 
viet forces in the Oder-Neisse territories and he supervised Rus- 
sia’s wholesale dismantling and looting there. As Polish minister 
for the area, Gomulka quickly issued an order that nothing could 
be taken out without his permission. He even told the Polish sol- 
diers to shoot at any Russians who disobeyed. Of course this did 
not stop the dismantling. It just got Gamal deeper into trouble. 

From then on the friction between Gomulka and Moscow in- 
creased in a dozen ways. The Soviets made decisions on Polish 
affairs without consulting him, and he was incensed. The Soviets 
pushed the pace of Polish industrialization hard. Gomulka was all 
for heavy industry too, but he wanted to produce a few more con- 
sumer goods to keep popular discontent down. On orders from 
Moscow farm collectivization was pressed. Again, Gomulka wholly 
agreed with the principle of collectivization but believed in a slower 
approach. And no wonder. He had been in Russia during the fam- 
ines of the 1930s and had seen at firsthand what havoc hasty col- 
lectivization could cause. 

Gomulka shared all the basic Soviet objectives. But he believed 
that he could work out more efficient ways to implement them in 
Poland than could bureaucrats sitting in Moscow. During his 
years as a labor organizer he had acquired a profound knowledge

and skill he wanted to put at Moscow's service—and Moscow, 
insisting it knew better, kept turning him down. 

‘As events moved toward Gomulka’s fall Moscow took an ambiy- 
alent position. It used its out-and-out stooges in Poland, primarily 
Berman and Mine, to work on Gomulka like a pair of inquisitors 
until he might be provoked into a barefaced anti-Stalinist he 
On the other hand, Moscow recognized Gomulka’s value and still 
honed he would recant and return to party discipline.

The man chosen for the Judas role was General Marian Spy- 
chalski, who had been chief of the wartime underground intelli- 
gence service under Gomulka, Spychalski had a brother who had 
worked with the anti-Communist London Poles before being killed 
by the Gestapo. But Spychalski was told that he was still aliv 
and he was thereupon accused of maintaining contact with his 

‘reactionary” brother. With this threat hanging over his head, 
Spychalski agreed to prove his party loyalty by denouncing Gomul- 
ka. He stood up at a Pol ng and claimed that Gomulka 
had made him employ ommunists in the underground intelli- 
gence service. It did not save Spychalski. He was arrested anyway. 

After Spychalski’s accusation, Gomulka was arrested in August 
1951, as I have already described. But his power was far from 
gone. Even in imprisonment the man frightened his enemies. The 
other members of the Politburo were afraid to face him for interro- 
gation. It was six weeks before they could agree what questions 
to throw at him. Then the interrogating was assigned to General 
Romkowski of the U.B. and to my direct superior. Anatol Feigin. 

One of the main questio 
ously broached was how Gomulka had become the boss of the 
underground. It seemed strange to them, they said, that first No- 
votko and then Finder had disappeared. Could their deaths some- 
how have been in Gomulka’s interest? Could he explain that? 

Gomilka quickly caught on. He replied that the interrogators 
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SECURITY TROOPS keep excited anti-Soviet crowds from getting out of

a shameful collaboration between the Communists and the Ges 
tapo. Actually, Gomulka pointed out, Novotko had been sent into 
Poland with orders to find a link to the Gestapo. He had been 
killed by a loyal Communist who, when Novotko tried to recruit 
him as a liaison man to the Nazis, considered Novotko himself a 
Gestapo agent and liquidated him. 

G mulka recalled other instances of Communist-Geste apo team- 
work. Did the interrogators know about another section in the 
Polish underground, which the Soviets had specifically charged 
with denouncing the most important anti-Communist leaders to 
the Gestapo as Communists, thus leading to their arrest? Then 
there were the Polish-born Soviet agents Hrynkiewicz and Byszck, 
who collaborated with the Gestapo to the extent of wearing Ges- 
tapo uniforms when they raided the headquarters of the anti- 
Communist underground, stole its membership lists and opera- 
tional plans and turned them over to the Nazi 

Gomulka was threatening blackmail, pure and simple, He was 
threatening that, if he were put on trial for his life, he would stand 
up in court and repeat the facts of Communist 
tion. Moscow could not afford that in bitterly anti-German Poland. 
nor could it afford such a blow to its worldwide propaganda con- 
tention that Communism was the archfoe of Fascism. 

Gomulka was not through. Still speaking patiently, with the 
menace just below the surface, he mused aloud about his dispute 
with Rokossovsky over dismantling in the Oder-Neisse territories, 
Dismantling had scarcely been in the best interests of the Polish 
people. He, Gomulka, was the only man who had fought against it. 
Once again, the inference was plain: on trial, Gomulka would im- 
plicate his accusers as selling out Polish interests to the Sovie 

Poland’s Moscow clique had only one recourse left: it would 
have to break Gomulka so that he would appear at the trial in a 
dazed and defenseless condition. The trial seemingly could not he 
dispensed with. Gomulka was too popular and influential a figure 
to be silently liquidated. Moreover. the pattern of holding trials 
for leading “Titoi: had been set with Kostov in Bulgaria, Rajk 
in Hungary and Slansky in Czechoslovakia. But the chances of 
breaking Gomulka, the ex-blacksmith with the iron conviction and 
fabulous reserve strength, were slight. His prosecutors remem- 
bered that when he had been arcogtedt in 1936 he had found himself 
in the same cell with six or seven Reds with whom he had minute 
ideological disagreements. Gomulka had gone a year and a hall 
without speaking a word to any of them, surely an endurance ree- 
ord of some kind. Considering this, the Moscow clique reluctantly 
gave up its plans for the trial of Gomulka and simply kept him 
under arrest. 

Even after Gomulka was under arrest the accumulation of “eyi- 
dence” against him went on. Today this confronts him with a 
tantalizing, nerve-racking dilemma: how can he know for sure just 
who his enemies are? He can identify his public accusers who de- 
nounced him before his arrest. But one of his most urgent con- 
cerns now is to seek out his hidden foes, who may have betrayed 
him after his arrest by giving secret testimony against him to the 
party and the U.B. Last month Gomulka appointed a commission 
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to investigate the U.B. and its files, obviously hoping to find so 
clues. He had no way of telling, of course, whether the commi| 
sion’s own members would be loyal to him. 

Therein lies Gomulka’s great peril. ‘Trying to consolidate h 
power within a turbulent nation, he is surrounded by men who 
he is not sure he can trust. Of the nine men in Poland’s Politbu:

POLAND'S NEW CHIEF connmueo 


Adam Rapacki, the other ex-Socialist in the Politburo, is young, 
bright and agreeable. However, he does not count for a great deal. 
He is there mainly because his father was an outstanding left-wing 
figure in prewar Poland, and the Communists believe in making 
use of the Rapacki name. 

That leaves Gomulka and Loga-Sowinski the only two members 
of the Polithuro who were members of the Polish Communist un- 
derground in World War II. Gomulka probably thinks that he can 
count on the loyalty of his old comrade Loga-Sowinski. Can he? 
I know that in the testimony Loga-Sowinski gave after Go- 
mulka was arrested, he claimed that Gomulka had asked him to 
join a special anti-Soviet faction in the Polish Communist party. 

And so even this one possible friend of Gomulka in the Politburo 
is highly suspect. 

If we look at the statistical breakdown of the Polish Communist 
party central committee, Gomulka’s situation becomes even more 
precarious. Of the 76 members of the central committee, 54 are 
people who fled to the Soviet Union during World War IT. Twelve 
are from the former Socialist party. Ten were in the Communist 
underground, but none of them has ever been a close friend of 
Gomulka. The odds against him are long. 

What about other elements within the Polish Communist party 
from which Gomulka might conceivably draw strength? One of 
the most revealing examples is that of Gomulka’s old accuser, Mar- 
ian Spychalski. When Gomulka assumed power last month he ap- 
pointed Spychalski vice minister of defense under Marshal Rokos- 
, presumably thinking that Spychalski, like Gomulka him- 
self. had been a victim of Stalinist oppression. But Gomulka does 
not know that in secret testimony Spychalski went much further 
against his old comrade than he had to merely to demonstrate 
loyalty to the party. Last week the Polish government announced 
that Rokossovsky was resigning his post, to be succeeded by Spy- 
chalski. While outwardly this would seem a gain for Gomulka, 
Spychalski knows little about technical military matters. To oper- 
ate the Polish military establishment Gomulka must continue to 
get all his expert help from the Soviet Union. The move has merely 
disguised Russia’s role and made Gomulka if anything more de- 
pendent on the Soviet government than ever. 

Perhaps Gomulka hopes that, for the support of his more in- 
dependent policies, he can call on his 20-odd friends from the 
underground days. Few of them are in major positions now. 
Worse for him, none is completely trustworthy. When the Mos- 
cow group was assembling secret testimony against Gomulka after 
his arrest, the only one of his surviving friends who refused to 
denounce him was Zenon Kliszko, today a vice minister of jus- 
tice. The rest turned on Gomulka. 

The men around Gomulka give him little freedom of choice. 
They will be watching him from minute to minute and reporting 
to the Soviets daily on what he does. At the same time Gomulka 
will have to listen to their Moscow-inspired advice. As an anti- 
Stalinist, he is now trapped by the new principle of collective lead- 
ership and must let others participate in the leadership even

the late Roberto Fasola, Using from five to 12 slightly spaced sheets 
of Plexiglas (above) as his canvas, Fasola cut part of-his design on 
each sheet with an engraver’s burin. He filled the track left by the 
tool with pale-hued oils. The sheets were then put one behind the 
other in a metal base (above). The viewer peering through the sheets 
gets a striking effect of depth and movement. 

This irregular combination of the science of optics and the arts of 
the engraver and painter is the product of an Italian artist whose life 
was as diffuse as his talents. Before he died early this year at the age 
of 40, Fasola was a chemistry-teaching associate of Nuclear Phy 
Enrico Fermi’s at the University of Rome, a movie producer and direc- 
tor, a racing-car driver and the author of two volumes of poetry. In 
New York this fall his 14 poliepipedi are having their first U.S. show- 
ing, are scheduled to be shown soon in Munich, Florence and Rome.
